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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1 .499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to 

elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claim(s) 28-44, and 46 drawn to a method for detection of an analyte in a fluid 
sample comprising saturating a solid support with a trifunctional reagent (tripod Y) with 
a receptor, contacting a fluid sample thereto, measuring the intensity of signal, and 
regenerating the solid support. 

Group II, claim(s) 45, drawn to a complex C, corresponding to formula (I). 

Group III, claim(s) 47-54, drawn to a device for continuous heterogeneous-phase 
detection of at least one analyte in a fluid sample and method of using the device 
thereof. 

2. The inventions listed as Groups l-lll do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: the special technical 
feature, a trifunctional tripod reagent (tripod Y) comprising the following three functional 
poles: i) a luminescent group (L), ii) a molecule (B) selected from the group consisting of 
the analyte a, an analog of the analyte a or a fragment of the analyte a; and iii) a 
function that provides attachment of the trifunctional reagent to the surface of the solid 
support, does not provide contribution over the prior art (see Oh et al., US 5,851,778, 
particularly claims 18-46; Figure 11; col. 15, lines 26-40; col. 16, lines 64-67 through 
col.17; and col.18, lines 20-50). 



3. Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must
